(a) Prohibiting or regulating the capture or destruction of "nine by 
means of nets, springs, “ins, traps, snares or other contrivances 
and regulating the coursing of game with dogs; 

(h) Regmlating the taking, disturbance, destruction, purchase, or sale 
of the eggs of game and the young of game; 

(c) Regulating the destruction of vermin and the payment of rewards 
for such destruction, and declaring from time to lime what birds 
and animals shall he deemed vermin for the purposes of such 
regulations; 

(d) Regulating the export from the country of game or the horns, 
tusks, skins or hides of game;

7. Licences may be granted under this Ordinance of 
the following descriptions:- 

A “game licence” which shall be issued by any District (iovernor 
to a resident in such district fora period not longer than one year, 
and which shall entitle the holder thereof to hunt game anywhere 
in Palestine during the period of the licence subject In the 
provisions of this Ordinance and any regulations made there¬ 
under and in accordance with the conditions of such licence, 
provided that an applicant for a licence shall produce a certi¬ 
ficate that he is a lit person to receive a licence signed by 
two resident land-owners in the District or bv two other 


persons of professional standing whose names are approved by 
licensing authority ; 




A ‘‘licence to st;ll game” which shall be issued by 

anv District (Jovernor to anv licensed tradesman 

• • 

resident in such district which shall entitle the hol¬ 
der lor a period not exceeding one year to sell 
"nine subject to tin* provisions of this Ordinance 
and any regulations made thereunder and to the 
conditions of such licence, provided that no such 
licence shall authorise 1 the holder thereof to sell

(a) It shall not be transferable by the person to 
whom it is issued; 


(b) It shall be produced upon the demand of any 
police oflicer; 

(c) It shall be liable 1 to be cancelled by the court 
on conviction for contravention by the holder 
of any provision of this Ordinance or of any 
regulations made thereunder; 

(d) It shall be valid for the period for which it 
is issued and no longer; 


Prohibition of 
Hunting within 
certain areas. 


1). (1) Hunting is absolutely prohibited within fit JO metres 

of the houses, in the area of towns and villages. 

(2) Any dog found unaccompanied by its owner 
or other person having control over the same in pursuit 
of game upon land may be destroyed forthwith by or on 
the order of the occupier of such land.

JO (1) Any person contravening any provision of this 
Ordinance or any regulation made thereunder for the con¬ 
travention of which no penalty is expressly provided shall he 
liable on conviction/to a line not exceeding £E. 5 and for any 
second or subsequent offence to a line not exceeding £E. 20.
